Last week we p c- ted out that | 
the Christian approach to world 
peace requires, first of all, that 
the true facts concerning war 
and peace must be faced square­ 
ly- 
The importance of trying to 
get hold of all such facts cannot 
be over-emphasized. The m ajor 
readjustm ents needed to bring 
about the right 
kind of world 
would appear very drastic to 
m y who think they stand for 
world peace. 
Theoretically and idealistical­ 
ly. many neople wish 
a 
better 
day for the subject peoples of the 
w'orld. But what is one’s opinion 
when he is asked if he would be 
willing fur his country to share 
m arkets and raw m aterials with 
these other peoples? Would 
he 
be willing to foster a new 
ar­ 
rangem ent which would give to 
the m asses of the world a larger 
share in the profits m ade possi­ 
ble by 
the Industrial 
Revolu­ 
tion? 
What would 
be his attitude 
when told that this new arrange­ 
ment might entail the decrease 
i: per capita wealth of his own 
fellow countrymen? 
Such data 
might m ake him conclude that 
world peace is 
impossible, im­ 
practical, and comes 
at 
much 
too high a price after all. 
Many of the pertinent facts 
concerning war and peace we 
have previously discussed here. 
One should not only seek to un­ 
derstand the psychological na­ 
ture of the individual but also of 
corporate bodies, particularly of 
business enterprises and govern­ 
ments. He should rem em ber es­ 
pecially the hypnotic fascination 
of m aterial possessions for mod­ 
ern m an—individually, com m er­ 
cially, and nationally. 
He cannot, therefoie, overlook 
the frailty of national pledges in 
the presence of international op­ 
portune es and emergencies. He 
must not forget that society or­ 
ganized 
according 
to 
an 
ex­ 
trem ely nationalistic pattern in­ 
herently lends itself 
recurring 
wars. 
It is not all to the 
bad that 
m an at last is being forced to 
ti aik in term s of the world as» a 
whole, of mankind as a total 
group. This is the only accurate 
space perspective i*. which to 
view' the problem.

The corollary 
of the stability of hum an nature 
is that it is not susceptible to 
rapid change 
It m ust never be 
forgotten that constructive social 
change takes place slowly. 
Another im portant fact that 
must not be lust sight of is that 
since war is a corporate evil, its 
eradication will require corpor­ 
ate as well as individual action. 
Having no conscience of its own, 
the nation m ust depend upon the 
consciences of its directing indi­ 
viduals for w hatever integrity it 
shows in international affairs. 
The ethical viewpoint and be­ 
havior of . given country depend 
upon the stimulus provided by 
individuals within the country 
who themselves have good con­ 
science and are able to raise the 
conscience level of the people as 
a vhole. Social progress is made 
by self-criticism within the group 
resulting in changes for the bet­ 
ter by the group.

much is American citizen s h i p 


Not in pride and satisfacl ">n that 
results from living in the greatest country 
on earth, but in actual dollars and cents? 
That is the question Jam es Gape of Ak­ 
ron had to answer. He had been wrestling 
with the problem for six weeks. Gape was 
left a fortune of more than $250,000, with the 
proviso he give up American citizenship 
and become an English gentleman and live 
in a big house on an estate of 1,000 acres. 
It might be taken for granted the aver­ 
age person of modest means, such as Gape 
must be as a salesman, would jump at the 
chance. It would be nice for the children, 
his wife thinks. But as for Gape himself, 
he hesitated to give up his citizenship and 
live in England, where living standards 
compare unfavorably to those in America, 
even for a country 
gentleman. 
Further­ 
more, half of the estate would go for what 
England calls “death dues”—certainly a 
factor to be considered. 
Many Americans 
might admit 
t h e y 
would like to I.ave an opportunity to make 
such choice. Money, security for self and 
family, are always vital considerations. 
But the more the Akron man looked into 
the matter the less he thought of the prop­ 
osition. To give up American citizenship 
would be making a sacrifice for which mon­ 
ey alone could hardly compensate. He will 
stay in America.

CONCESSIONS mude to the Russians by 
Western powers at Yalta and in other con­ 
ferences seem to have been prompted by 
two principal considerations. First there 
was the hope that world peace could he 
made secure through agreement among 
those nations which had joined in winning 
World War II. This of course, 
included 
Russia. 
Second, the Western powers s t o o d in 
some fear of Russian communists, and 
preferred to have them as friends rather 
than potential enemies. To that end they 
made concessions which later complicated 
the situation and aborted the peace. 
The myth of Russia’s great manpower 
has been largely exploded, being but little 
more than that of the United States, ac­ 
cording to recent comparisons. Russian in­ 
dustry is no more than one-fourth that of 
the United States alone. The same is true 
of agricultural reduction. 
This doesn’t prove that Russia is not a 
dangerous factor in the world situation. But 
it does indicate that country is not y e t 
ready for war.

I do not believe that I ever witnessed 
such confusion among book reviewers as 
over Irwin Shaw’s novel, “The Troubled 
Air." It is an important, an intensively in­ 
teresting story by a man who must have 
suffered the struggle with belief and con­ 
science. Unlike 
Arthur Koestler, 
Irwin 
Shaw reaches a firm, unmistakable con­ 
clusion as to what is right. 
I 
And that is what upsets some of the re­ 
viewers. Until one comes to the last five 
or six pages of the novel, its central char­ 
acter. Clement Archer, is one of those mix­ 
ed-up liberals who abound in Radio City, 
Park Avenue and such places in New York, 
where talk is plentiful and thinking burd­ 
ensome. He wants to see all sides of all 
questions and is banged around by life be- 
| cause that which seems to him plausible, 
generally turns out to be untrue, impracti­ 
cal, unsound and troublesome. His liberal­ 
ism makes of him a bull in a china shop, 
which is so true of many New York liber­ 
als. Their assumed open-mindedness often 
covers doctrinaire notions. 
Anthony West, writing of Archer in his 
review of “The Troubled Air” in “The New 
I Yorker,” makes this point: 
“Ile has for fifteen years accepted as a 
friendship a thing so slight that it never 
took him within miles of his friends core 
of belief. Faced with the realization that he 
has all along evaded the intellectual effort 
of understanding and of the recognition of 
difference that makes friendship, he man­ 
ages a last twist and wriggle, saying, as it 
were, ‘I have been betrayed. It was all his 
fault for being a Communist.’ It is as if he 
has even slipped around Shaw.” 
West has apparently never read the rec­ 
ord of the Alger Hiss case, nor the testi­ 
mony of Whittaker Chambers; nor has he 
heard of the operations of 
Dr. 
Klaus 
Fuchs; nor has he apparently ever heard 
of the cheating husband and wife who. liv­ 
ing together under one roof, even rearing 
children, systematically and often success­ 
fully, deceive each other. 
I 
Furthermore, what hatred must be gen­ 
erated by the shock of having discovered 
that one’s closest friend has during almost 
the entire period of friendship been a liar, 
la fraud, a cheat, a charlatan; that he has 
seen the painful struggle, has permitted 
the false defense, without giving the slight­ 
est indication that there might be some 
doubt as to the truth. There need be no tol­ 
erance for the liar in any friendship, nor in 
any human relationship. 
Harrison Smith, in discussing the book, 
says: 
I 
“The moral lesson of ‘The Troubled Air’ 
is that there is almost no one who in his 
early years was concerned with s o c i a l 
problems who cannot be proved to have 
some small but dangerous secret in his 
life: He may have subscribed to the wrrong 
magazines, or contributed to Red organi­ 
zations with 
reputable 
sponsors and 
a 
sound name; he may have even joined a 
Communist group years ago. However in­ 
nocent his intentions, his happiness and his 
future are in danger.” 
Quite true, but this is one of the responsi­ 
bilities of living. We make our own choices 
and whatever they are. we are responsible 


j for them. Each character in this novel is 
carefully drawn to portray not only a per­ 
sonality, but a choice of ideas and purpos­ 
es. And each faces problems arising from 
his choices. Of course, 
they made mis­ 
takes, but we are all guilty of errors of 
judgment, some of which are trifling, some 
indefensible. They come back to plague us, 
I often at the wrongest moment in our lives.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Disease Caused By A Parasite 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.O. 


OF late years, doctors have be­ 
come increasingly aware of a dis­ 
ease known as amebiasis. Caused 
by a parasite, the endamoeba 
histolytica, it can be a very seri­ 
ous disorder and one which Is 
most difficult to clear up, lf not 
treated promptly and properly. 
In Its chronic form It Is often 
hard to detect, lnce the symp­ 
toms are often those of general 
iii health, lowered vitality and 
lessened resistance to other in­ 
fections. In addition, there may 
be alternate attacks of diarrhea 
and constipation, with blood in 
the bowel movements from time 
to time. These symptoms often 
furnish the clue which indicates 
that examination of the stools 
for the parasite should be made 
Careful Tests 
Care must be used In making 
these tests. The patient Is direct­ 
ed to take magnesium sulfate on 
the morning of the examination, 
and not to have any oily prepa­ 
rations, oil enemas, or oily fo«is 
for at least 48 hours before he 
U kes the magnesium sulfate. The 
•tools are examined immediately 
after passage. 
Amebiasis has been treated 
with a variety of preparations 
including those containing io­ 
dine and arsenic. The antibiotic 
preparations have also been em­ 
ployed, the most striking results 


j having been obtained recently 
! with aureomycin. 


Successful Treatment 
Eleven patients were reported 
who have been successfully treat­ 
ed with this preparation. Terra- 
mycin also has proved effective. 
However, it seems that a drug 
known as chloroquine has great 
I activity against the ameba, par­ 
ticularly when there are ab­ 
scesses in the liver or involve­ 
ment of the liver by the disease. 
In most cases, when the liver is 
affected by amebiasis, emetine is 
used, but reactions to the emetine 
may occur. 
The purpose of the treatm ent 
is to get rid of the ameba in the 
tissues, to destroy the ameba in 
.the intestine and to heal the 
ulcers or sores formed in the in­ 
testine. 
Acute AtUck 
In treating an acute attack of 
'his disorder, such drugs as eme­ 
tine and arsenic preparations and 
iodine compounds are often em­ 
ployed. The emetine Is given by 
injection under the skin. The use 
of aureomycin may also be quite 
helpful,

Military Women Sure 
See World, Get A Mate 


NEW YORK. July 7—Women 
who enlist now in either the 
Army (WAC) or the 
Airforce 
(WAF) are almost certain to see 
the wforld and-or get married. 
The WAF and the WAC, both 
of which are beginning intensive 
recruiting campaigns, will em­ 
phasize the world travel angle, 
all right. 
But it wouldn't be very digni­ 
fied to hint that both services 
are running a matrimonial bu­ 
reau. 
And, as a matter of fact, they 
aren't. But the number of girls 
in uniform who get married is a 
caution! 
It’s a sort of touchy subject. 
Both Col. Geraldine 
P. May, i 
head of the WAF, and Col. Mary 
A. Hallaren, head of the WAC, 
arc pleased and proud that their 
girls are so attractive. 
But, after all, neither wants 
the public to believe that she is 
conducting a lonely hearts club 
on the taxpayer's money. 
“ I suppose one of the best re­ 
cruiting arguments would be the 
number of girls in uniform W'ho 
marry such attractive y o u n g 
men."

FORT MONROE. Va., July 7 
—Our only orders w ere; 
“ Stop them where you find 
them .” 
We found them. We didn t stop 
them for long. 
But no one ran. 
It was my 
under-strengthed 
battalion of 389 men and 17 offi­ 
cers, plus Battery A of the 52nd 
Field 
Artillery, 
against 
t w o 
Communist 
divisions — 20,000 
men. 
But, in this first battle fought j 
by Americans in Korea, on July 
5, 1950, no one ran. 
When we withdrew, we fought 
our way out. . . .what w-as left 
of us.

AND BY THAT time. we had 
done this: We had stopped them 
for a time, and caused them to 
change their tactics. They never 
advanced again in the old easy 
way. 
We had been flown in C-54s 
from J apan to Pusan, and had 
rushed 
up 
the 
Pusan-Taejon- 
Seoul highway to occupy a hill 
near Osan. We occupied either I 
side of the road during the night 
July 4, 
Shortly 
after 
daylight, 
we 
were hit. 
They 
c a m e In 
successive 
waves of tanks, two or three in 
a group, a total num ber of 33. 
They came down the road 
at four or five miles an hour, 
firing all guns, and went right 
through our battalion. 
We were very happy that we 
had chosen positions on the hills. 
We had no tanks or arm or of 
any kind, and if we had been out 
in the open we

the road. Where they went, 
I 
don’t know. We stayed. 
We could see. by the time the 
last group of tanks had passed 
through our position, that there 
was a big convoy of e n e m y 
troops on trucks far to the rear. 
About an hour later we could 
see at least four miles of ve­ 
hicles stretched out on the road. 
I could see at least three to four 
thousand enem y soldiers coming 
right straight down the r o a d 
from Suwon. 
They 
certainly 
should 
have 
known that we didn’t leave when

they stayed all hunched up, and 
as they got within a thousand 
yards or so of our position, we 
opened fire with our 75s 
a n d 
heavy machineguns, and caused 
them a lot of dam age. 
When they started

perse, we killed a tremendous 
number of them. 
But there 
were thousands more behind 
them. 
The attack developed rath er 
fast. They would come down to 
a certain point ahead of us, a 
thousand of 1200 yards, build up

WE TOOK A LOT of casual­ 
ties. Of cur total of 406 men, we 
lost 145 in killed, wounded and 
missing.

Some of the men walked 
60 
miles to get to where we finally 
assembled, at Chonin, 
and by 
the time the bulk of them 
got 
there that was the head of the 
front line. 
Slow as our progress was. it 
wras better than the Communists 
could do on the main roads after 
that first day.

tacked like that again.
